NKW YORK, Dec. 15.—What is per 
haps the biggest wage increase In the 
history of the United States becomes 
effective today when the pay of 250,- 
000 workers of the United States Steel 
Corporation is increased ten per cent 
■—the gross annual increase approxi­ 
m ating $20,000,000. The increase was 
made by the company due to its enor­ 
mous prosperity—its net earnings are 
now estimated at $1,000,000 a day. 
The increase is but one of many re­ 
cently made by lftrge employing con­ 
cerns throughout the country. Among 
them are: 
Big Increases 
Ten per cent increase to 35,000 em­ 
ployes of the American Woolen Com­ 
pany, Boston. 
Ten per cent increase to the 33,000 
employes of the Cotton Manufactur­ 
ers’ Association of New Bedford. 
Thirty-five to forty per cent increase 
to the 32,000 persons employed by the 
American Clothing Manufacturers’ As­ 
sociation, New York, effective Decem­ 
ber 18. 
Ten per cent increase to the 3,000 
employes of the National India Rub­ 
ber Company, Bristol, R. I. 
Ten per cent increase to the 3,000 
men employed by independent 
mills at and near Sharon, Pa. 
Increase of not less than 25 cents 
a day to 10,000 employes of the Bay­ 
onne, Elirabeth and Claremont refiner­ 
ies of the Standard Oil Company. (Ac­ 
tion tuken after a strike for higher 
wages at Bayonne 
in 
which several 
persons were shot to death.) 


a wage increase of $1,147,180 to 18,48* 
municipal employes.

To Meet Living Cost 
In each case, in announcing the in­ 
creases, the concerns said they were 
made to enable their employes to meet 
the advancing cost of living. 
E. H. 
Gary, chairman of the Steel Corpora­ 
tion, said: ‘‘Ordinarily the question of 
wages would not come up for consid­ 
eration or decision at* this time of the 
year, but in consequence of the abnor­ 
mal conditions now existing it has 
been decided to Increase the wage 
rates of our iron and steel companies 
about ten per cent, effective December 
15. 
As to the other departments, in­ 
creases will 
be equitably 
propor­ 
tioned.” 


The increase is the third the com­ 
pany has made during the year.

payroll for 1915 was $176,800,864, the

and it would not be made a m atter ofi 
court record, 
lf deemed advisable by | 
these authorities, the boy would be 
sent to the vocational school for a few ■ 
years and taught a trade. 
‘‘In this way,” explains Nelles, "we 
would be able to guide a boy on the j 
right road before ne bad a record of 
misdeeds hanging over him.

BELGIAN DEPORTATION 
TO BE PROTESTED AT 
MEETING IN NEW YORK 


NEW YORK. Dec. 15.—The first or­ 
ganized protest of American 
citizens 
against the 
deportation 
of 
Belgian 
workmen into Germany will be regis­ 
tered tonight when blihu Root, James 
M. Beck and the Rev. Dr. W. i . Mann­ 
ing w in address a meeting in Carnegie 
hall called for the purpose. The exact 
line of action has not been determin­ 
ed but it is expected that a resolution 
saying the citizens are resentful of the 
deportation practice will be adopted. 
The call for the meeting wan s«eut 
out by a committee of citizens who 
simultaneously requested 
the 
State 
Department to let them have all avail­ 
able information on 
the deportation 
which the department thought proper 
to give out. 
This will be supplement­ 
ed with 
information from 
Minister 
Havenith from Belgium and with in­ 
formation gained 
through 
unofficial 
channels. 
The United States, 
officially, 
has 
made two 
presentations to Germany 
regarding the deportations—the 
first 
as the ambassadorial 
representative 
of Belgium and the second on its own 
behalf. 
It wa* represented 
to Ger­ 
many that the deportations were view­ 
ed with deep concern here. 


Following an exciting meeting at
